The Zoning Board of Appeals, 
feeling that the time had come to 
take action to eliminate the con- 
fusion of street names and num- 
bers which has survived the 
growth of Virginia Beach, met in 
the office of the chairman and 
proceeded to adopt a resolution 
addressed to the Town Council, 
recommending to that body that 
all stieets north of the Cavalier 
Hotel be changed from the pres- 
ent name to numbers in accord- 
ance with the existing plan in use 
throughout the Town. 

Under the plan as outlined the 
names of the streets beginning at 
Cavalier Drive will be changed. 
That thoroughfare will become 
42nd Street. The other street 
names to the north as far as the 
town limits will be eliminated and 
numerals substituted. This will 
make for less confusion and tie 
in with the general scheme in use 
elsewhere on the Beach, accord- 
ing to the resolution. Chairman 
W..B. Terry pointed out that it 
wa s the opinion of the Board that 
public convenience will be served 
by the proposed change. 

At the same time a recom- 
mendation was made to the Coun- 
cil to change the existing zoning 
laws effecting 9 lots fronting on 
31st Street, between Arctic and 
Baltic Avenues, in blocks 101 and 
102 be changed from Residence 
"B" District, to a Business Dis- 
trict. This block on 31st Street is 
adjacent to a section of that thor- 
oughfare already zoned for busi- 
ness purposes. The street is a con- 
tinuation of the Laskin Road and 
it might logically develop into a 
commercial center.

Highway 299 Will Avoid Con- 
gestion of Cities for Beach 
Bound Traffic; Local Del- 
egation Makes Plee for 
Most Direct Road to Resort

warded in the community are the 
following: p. W. Gregory, Oceana, 
has been awarded contract for the 
construction of two 2-family 
apartments to be constructed for 
E. A. Pulford. on 26th Street, near 
Arctic Avenue, Virginia Beach. 
The buildings are to be of frame 
construction and will cost $6,000 
each. 



Assurances that the oveipass 
approach to the new toll-free 
route leading to Norfolk and Vir- 
ginia Beach would be begun soon 
and would follow the plan lately 
approved by the State Highway 
Commission were given on Wed- 
nesday, in Richmond, to a group 
of conferees from Norfolk and 
Viiginia Beach by Henry G. Shir- 
ley, chairman of the commission. 

Mr. Shirley/s statement was 
made following a public hearing 
on the proposed overpass, during 
the course of which Portsmouth 
City and Norfolk County officials 
took exception to the ararngement 
of loads at the junction of high- 
ways 58 and 299, and argued that 
the commission's plan would 
make the now prominent high- 
way to Portsmouth "no more than 
a detour" under the new setup. A 
substantial loss in revenues for 
the municipally owned ferries was 
cited by the Portsmouth spokes- 
men as the major feai prompting 
the protest. 

Beach Road Prominent 

The highway commission's plan 
called for the direct route to 
Portsmouth to veer to the right 
on the Suffolk side of the overpass 
and to pass under the new ap- 
proach to Norfolk on a single 
track highway. Above the over- 
pass the road would return to the 
present level and continue, on to 
Portsmouth. , ' *' 

The Norfolk and Virginia Beach 
turn would be made directly fiom 
the surface over a two-lane high- 
way, with traffic contniuing over 
the new highway, known as 299. 
Because it, rather than the 
Portsmouth road, would give the 
impression of being the "majn" 
road, the Poitsmouth delegation 
argued that a substantial decrease 
in ferry patronage was certain to 
result. 

To Show Distances 

Under the revised plan suggest- 
ed by Mr. Shirley and approved 
by all the conferees, the approach 
to the Portsmouth road will be of 
the same width as the existing 
road for a distance of one hun- 
dred feet or so, when it will nar- 
row to dip under the overpass. At 
this approach, directional signs 
win show the way to Portsmouth,

To 
take a practical view of the 
Chinese situation would seem to be 
a better solution of their prob- 
lem. In our opinion a few well 
aimed bombs would have been 
much mote effective. The Jap- 
anese can, and doubtless will off- 
set the effect of the appeal con- 
tained in the propaganda, by the 
simple means of distribution of 
other pamphlets setting forth their 
side of the story, and of course 
they will not confine themselves 
to the truth If it suits their pur- 
pose to do otherwise. But the 
bringing home to them a sample 
of the havoc which they have so 
luthlessly wrought in China, would 
have had a far reaching effect, 
and tended to bring about a feel- 
ing of respect for the Chinese 
soldier as a fighting man which 
has been absent until now. 

This policy of "turning the 
other cheek", is much to be desir- 
ed in peace time. Pity is that na- 
tions do not use H to a greater 
extent, but warfare is stern busi- 
ness, and the amenities of civil- 
ization forgotten in its prosecution.

when they were ready, but drove 
with every means of destruction 
known to war. 

War is indeed no respecter of 
persons, and even less a respecter 
of principles. The leaders of the 
Japanese people can and will con- 
tinue to sway the populace to any 
purpose to their choosing. To have 
prosecuted an undeclared war on 
a peaceful people for ten months 
or more, shows beyond doubt that 
nothing can be obtained from 
them by the use of propaganda. 
It is too late now, if it ever could 
have been done. The only hope of 
the Chinese lies in bringing home 
to Japan a taste of the horrors 
which have been visited on them. 
If they can succeed in doing so in 
greater measure than has been 
their lot to receive, the moral] of 
the Japanese may be weakened, 
and ultimate victory may then 
result. Any other approach to this 
end will result in failure. It is ap- 
parent that Japan is determined 
to carry on to a successful conclu- 
sion. Only superior weight of 
numbers, greater battle losses, and 
the ruthless destruction of prop- 
erty will bring suclran jenemy to 
the realization of the futility of 
further fighting. The time for the 
use of propaganda has passed.

With the publication of this 
memoir of A. E. Housman, Lau- 
rence Housman has in some de- 
gree Hfted the veil of mystery with 
the author of "A Shrop- 
shire Lad" always kept himself 
enshrouded. Though the subject 
of the memoir is his brother, the 
author has maintained an air of 
scholarly detachment which does 
credit to his critical acumen. A 
genuine'' warmth of feeling which 
is occasionally perceptible heigh- 
tens the human interest without 
inviting derision for any sugges- 
tion of partiality.

Accordingly, "My Brother: A. 
E. Housman" is a short book. The 
actual memoir is contained in a 
hundred pages, though the work 
bulks larger than that, containing 
some eighteen poems, some short 
parodies and light verse, and a 
carefully pruned selection of 
letters. In addition, there are 
eight illustrations, of which the 
most interesting are those of A. 
E. Housman, which show him at 
the ages of five, seven, eighteen, 
thirty-five and seventy. It seems 
that Laurence is fired by the same 
ideal of compression that has 
marked the work of his elder bro- 
ther, for this book reflects the 
studied swiftness and formal 
charm which the bard of Ludlow 
strove for and attained .

thick Hunters Support Move 
ment to Restore Wildfowl 
to Former Numbers In 
Prairie Provinces 




Repairs to the continent's great 
nek factory" are underway in 
Canada this Spring in a new 
movement supported by thousands 
Of the country's duck hunters to 
boost wildfowl crops by assisting 
Nature, according to the More 
Oame Birds Foundation. 

Organized as Ducks Unlimited, 
Inc., a nation-wide non-profit 
organization of wildfowlers, the 
movement aims at restoration and 
protection of vast duck-breeding 
marshes in the prairie provinces, 
bourne of the bulk of America's 
wild ducks but largely ruined in 
recent years by drought and agri- 
culture. 

Co-operating in the program 
are the Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta governments and con- 
servation organizations. Dominion 
officials have offered for use as 
waterfowl breeding sanctuaries 
hundreds of water conservation 
projects in process of establish 
ment throughout the Canadian 
drought belt. 

Vast Areas Enandattd 
First construction work under 
the Ducks Unlimited program was 
started early in May at Big Grass 
Harsh, Manitoba. , formerly over 
90,000 acres in extent and prod- 
;ive of hundreds of thousands 
waterfowl, the marsh was un- 
fully drained for agricul 
le. Land ownership now has 
ely reverted to the province 
sugh non-payment of taxes. 
Ducks Unlimited's field staff of 
Engineers and technicians is su 
lei-vising erection of a simple dam 
Across the abandoned main drain- 
ditch to restore the' marsh, 
of the land is being provided 
by the province and local au- 
lorities are co-operating in fur 
ling labor. 

Work also is underway on a 
similar project at Waterhen Lake, 
Saskatchewan, aimed at reflood- 
ing 11,000 acres of the finest 
waterfowl nesting ground in the 
province, according to Thomas C. 
Main, former Canadian National 
Railways conservation engineer 
diiecting the program. 

Cash for Grow Killing- 
Hordes of predatory crows, 
found to consume a large percen- 
tage of duck eggs, are being con- 
trolled under co-operative cam- 
paigns sponsored by Ducks Un- 
limited and the provincial Depart- 
ments of Natural Resources. In 
Saskatchewan alone, both agen- 
cies have appropriated a total of 
$5,800 for cash awards for crow 
shooting. Regulation of grazing 
and marsh burning, and organiza- 
tion of volunteer rescue crews to 
salvage helpless ducklings during 
droughts, is being sponsored. 

"This practical program may 
well solve the duck depression and 
deserves the support of all wild- 
fowlers. Without protected places 
to which to breed no wildlife can 
survive," John C. Huntington, 
Vice-President of Ducks Unlimit- 
ed declares.

Since eggs are very perishable In 
hot weather, precautions should 
<e taken to keep them in good con- 
dition as long as possible. 

The Virginia extension service 
says there are several steps Prin- 
cess Ann county farmers might 
take to preserve the freshly-laid 
qualily of eggs. One of the things 
of first importance is to produce 
infertile eggs from May to October. 
Fertile eggs will become stale and 
unsuitable for eating purposes at 
least three times as quickly 'as in- 
fertile eggs in extremely hot wea- 
ther. 

Another suggestion is that the 
eggs be gathered at least three 
times a day in hot weather. 
Broody hens should be removed 
from the laying house as soon as 
they are spotted. Heated eggs re- 
sult partly from leaving broody 
hens in the flock.

It is not a good idea to pack the* 
eggs as soon as they are gathered. 
These eggs contain animal heat 
and should be allowed to coor be- 
fore packing. An excellent method 
of pre-coollng Is to place the eggs 
in a wire bottom tray or basket 
where the animal heat can escape 
rapidly. The egg cases should be 
kept cool. 

Washing eggs in hot weather is 
more harmful than at any other 
season. The heat and moisture 
may cause more bacterial activity. 
When the dirty eggs are washed, 
they may absorb some water and 
bacteria along with it, and this 
will cause rotten eggs in a very 
short time.

Virginia S c hools 
Prove Popular 

Another evidence of the pop- 
ularity of Virginia as a place to 
get an education is shown by the 
fact that thirty-two states and 
the District of Columbia are re- 
presened on the list of 2282 stu- 
dents now holding jobs under the 1 
National Youth Administration at 
colleges and universities in the 
Old Dominion. 

Dr. Thomas D. Eason, superv- 
isor of the NY A college program 
in the state, said that while the 
majority of the students, 1650, are 
from Virginia, the others, 832, 
come from elsewhere in the coun- 
try. New York, which for some 
time Ji as sent many of Her sons 
to Virginia, leads the out-of-state 
list with 75 students. Pennsylvania 
and North Carolina are next with 
89 and 64 students, respectively, 
while New Jersey has 53. The Dis- 
trict of Columbia has 32, and 
Connectclut, 20. * 

All sections of the Nation have 
young people studying in Virginia. 
Dr. Bason's report' reveals that 
Maine and Colorado have one stu- 
dent each, Texas has five, Flor- 
ida nine, and California six, on 
NYA rolls. 

Every one of the 43 colleges and 
universities in the state eligibel 
for NYA funds has one or more 
out-of-state students holding an 
NYA job. The largest number, 92, 
is at Hampton Institute, national- 
ly known Negro education center. 
The next largest group, 70, is at 
the University of Virginia. Others 
are: Washington & Lee Univer- 
sity, 43; College of William and 
Mary, 33; Randolph-Macon Wom- 
an's College, 29; and Virginia 
Polytechnic Institute, 23.

crops, $79,482,000 or 45.3 percent 
from livestock and livestock pro- 
ducts, and $1,656,000 or 1 percent 
from government payments. Dur- 
ing 1937 the gross income from 
crops had dropped slightly to $93,- 
263,000 or 49.8 percent of the total, 
whereas the Income from livestock 
and livestock products increased 



to $90,521,000 or 48.4 percent of 
the total, and the government 
payments $3,350,000 or 1.8 percent 
of the total. 

Chickens and Eggs Lead 

Chickens, eggs and milk are the 
principal source of gross income. 
The total income from chickens 
and eggs amounted to $33,951,000 
and from milk $33,111,000. To- 
bacco ranked third with $21,107,- 
000. The gross income from hogs 
amounted to $19,716,000 and 
ranked fourth. Cattle and calves 
ranked fifth with $10,623,000; 
apples sixth with $10,125,000. 
Farm* gardens was the seventh 
most important source of gross 
income with value of $9,646,000. 
Wheat ranked eighth with $8,128,- 
000, forest products ninth with 
$8,100,000 and potatoes tenth 
with $7,333,000. 

The ten leading products in 1936 
in order of importance were as 
follows: Chickens and eggs, $30,- 
862,000; milk, $29,160,000; tobacco, 
$18,957,000; hogs, $16,993,000; 
potatoes, $15,257,000; cattle and 
calves, $9,886,000; apples, $9,295,- 
000; farm garden, $8,880,000; and 
wheat $6,024,000.

The cash income from the sale 
of farm porducts during 1937 
amounted to $129,096,000 compar- 
ed with $118,574,000 in 1936. To- 
bacco with $21,107,000 is the lead- 
ing source of cash income, follow- 
ed in close order by chickens and 
eggs with $16,533,000 and milk 
with $16,319,000.

Under the seal of the sword and 
the rising sun the Women's Field 
Army of the Ameiican Society for 
the Control of Cancer in forty- 
four states conduced an intensive 
educational and enlistment drive 
daring April — the Cancer Control 
Month. In each State where the 
Army was active its ptogram was 
approved and supervised by physi- 
cians representing the State Med- 
ical Society. City and state health 
officers enthusiastically cooperat- 
ed. 

Thousands of wojnen and their 
medical allies emphasized that re- 
gularity in having a complete 
physical examination each year 
and altertness for the appearance 
of symptoms — the cancer danger 
signals — which call for an immedi- 



ate consultation with the tamfly 
physician are the essentials, of 
self protection against cancer. 

The danger signals, as given by/ 
the American Society for the con- 
trol of Cancer are: 

1. Any persistent lump or 
thickening, especially in the 
breast. < 

2. Any irregular bleeding; or 
discharge from any of the body 
openings. 

3. Any sore that does not heal 
— paiticularly about the tongue, 
mouth or lips. 

4. Persistent indigestion, often 
accompanied by loss of weight. 

5. Sudden changes in the form 
or rate of growth of a mole or 
wart.

Cutworms In Garden 
Not Hard To Control 



Someone once suggested to L. B. 
Dietrick, vegetable gardening 
specialist for the Virginia Agricul- 
ture 1 Extension Division, tint to 
control cutworms in • garden an 
old razor blade be stuck by each 
plant, the Mea being that as the 
worm wrapped itself around the 
plant it would cut itself in two 
and commit suicide. 

"This man was a tninker but 
he didn't know his cut worm s ,'' 
says Mr. Dietrick. "Cutworms in 
the small garden may be controll- 
ed, however, by using paper bands 
around the stems o fthe plants 
when they are set. About an inch 
of paper should be below the sur- 
face of the ground and from one 
to two/filches above. On larger 
areas, when severe, the cut- 
worms should be controlled by 
poison bran mash made from 
three pounds of dry bran, one- 
quarter pound of Paris green, one 
pint of syi-up or molasses, and suf- 
ficient water to make a crumbly 
mash." 

Cutworms hide under lumps of 
dirt during the day, and come out 
at night to neatly chew off, near 
the ground, vegetable plants such 
as tomatoes, cabbage, lettuce or 
melons. The cutworm cuts down 
the vegetable stalk much like a 
woodsman chops down a tree, near 
the base.

New A ttidude Toward 
The Public Health 



Until the recent nation-wide 
campaign for its eradication no 
publication for public consumption 
would have mentioned syphilis. 
The reason for the new attitude is 
obvious. This deadly masquerader 
is no respecter of persons; it 
strikes often where least expected. 
Five hundred and eighteen thou- 
sand Americans are infected each 
year; of these 100,000 are between 
the ages of 11 and 20; 10,000 be- 
tween the ages of 11 and 15. Syp- 
hilis is not a matter of morals, but 
a matter of public health. 

In an open discussion held in 
Staunton two months ago, Dr. 
Raymond A. Vonderlehr, Assistant 
Surgeon General of the United 
States, spoke on the system of 
checking up and treatment which 
will cure eight out of ten cases 
and pieyent the spread of infec- 
tion, and which offers the hope 
of eradicating the disease within 
a generation. 

It is to additional thousands 
that the reports of Dr. Vonderlehr 
and others of the medical profes- 
sion aie addressed.

Boys Who Went" 

of military heroes 
qrtekly. ho* it will be long 
before the U. S. Marines forget 
Dan Daly. He wan no legendary 
hero or soldier of fortune, but a 
flesh-and-Mood actor who played 
dramatic roles in three widely- 
separated theatres of war. 

The unvarnished saga of Daly 
begins when a stout-hearted young 
marine kept his lonely vigil at an 
outpost in China in 1900. Over his 
head whistled the bullets fired by 
fanatical Chinese Boxers, whose 
hatred of the "foreign devils" had 
been spurred to fury by a resis- 
tance which balked all their ef- 
tance which balked all their ef- 
forts. 

When details of a defensive plan 
went wrong. Private Daly held the 
outpost until help arrived. For his 
courage on this and other occa- 
sions he was awarded a Medal of 
Honor. 

Fifteen years later Daly, now 
slightly gray at the temples, aid- 
ed in the capture of a bandit fort- 
ress in the West Indies. Surround- 
ed by ten times their number his 
men dug In for the night. The 
next morning they swept forward 
ancTHaitian bandits were scatter- 
ed in all directions. This brought 
Daly a rare distinction— a second 
Medal of Honor. 

When war flared in France, 
Daly plunged into that affair and 
was twice wounded. Official cita- 
tions told how he helped to extin- 
guish a fire on an ammunition 
dump, attacked a machine gun 
nest and captured it by the use of 
hand grenades and automatic pis- 
tol, brought in wounded under 
fire, and was commended by 
General Pershing. 

Sergeant Major Daly returned 
to civil life with a breastful of 
medals and a record of heroic 
achievements on many a far-flung 
battle front. Although his stout 
heart stopped beating in April, 
1937, his name will live forever on 
the honor roll of the Marines.

operator of any truck or bus stop- 
ped on a highway after June 21st. 
the Division of Motor Vehicles 
pointed out today. A bill enacted 
by the General Assembly last 
winter makes it necessary to warn 
approaching traffic of the pres- 
ence of any truck or bus disabled 
on the road. This must be done 
by flags in the day time and flares 
at night on roads outside corpor- 
ate limits and not artificially 
lighted. 

Enacted to eliminate the dang- 
erous condition now existing, the 
bill is expected to reduce greatly 
the number of accidents now caus- 
ed by a truck or bus stopped on 
the highway. If the disablement 
occurs in the day time, two red 
flags must be set out, one ahead 
of the Vehicle and one behind. The 
law states that the flags shall be 
not less than 40 pacts from the 
vehicle, and may be up to 12Q 
paces if a hill or a curve neces 
sitates placing them' farther away 
to give proper warning. 
Three At Night 

At night, or during any time 
when lights would ordinarily be 
required, three flares of a type 
approved by the Division must be 
set out, Two of these are to be 
set where flags would, be placed, 
and one at the traffic side of the 
disabled vehicle. These flares burn 
kerosene ordinarily, but vehicles 
hauling inflammable liquid or 
gases must use electric flares be- 
cause of the danger of fire or ex- 
plosion from an open flame. 

As this law applies to any truck 
or bus operating outside corpor- 
ate limits, owners and operators 
were urged by the Division to 
make the necessary arrangements 
to secure the flags and flares in 
order to be ready for an emer- 
gency. Failure to set out the re- 
quired equipment constitutes ' a 
misdemeanor punishable by fine 
or imprisonment or both, it was 
stated. 

Officials of the Division indicat- 
ed that they had high hopes of 
the ability of this measure to eli- 
minate many serious accidents, 
but said that only by the coopera- 
tion of the owners and operators 
in carrying and using these sim- 
ple devices could success be 
achieved. While a man can be 
arrested and prosecuted for not 
using the flags or flares-, that is 
too late if an accident has already 
occurred, it was pointed out by 
State Police commanding officers

Everything Is in readiness for 
the annual organization meeting 
of the Virginia Beach Chamber 
of Commerce, which will be held 
tonight in the auditorium of the 
Willoughby T. Cooke School, be- 
ginning at 8 o'clock. Mayor Roy 
Smith, president of the local 
Chamber, will preside over the ses-

Early in the week, more than 
250 invitations to attend the 
meeting were mailed from the 
Chamber of Commerce office on 
Atlantic Avenue at Sixteenth 
Street to hotel operators and busi- 
ness men in Virginia Beach and 
to a score or more of Norfolk 
business men. Yesterday, another 
note on tonight's session was sent 
to the same list, urging that all 
who are entitled to a voice in the 
organizaion's program be present 
to assist in the planning of the 
coming year's activities. 

Agency of Community 

As a consequence of action taken 
during the late winter by the State 
Legislature and the Town Coun- 
cil, it was pointed out yesterday, 
the Virginia Beach Chamber of 
Commerce has become an unof- 
ficial agency of the community. 
Under a special provision adopted 
by the Legislature, an amount 
equal to three per cent of the 
Town's gross revenue may be 
spent for" advertising and public- 
ity purposes, and the Council vot- 
ed to spend such funds through 
the medium of the local Cham- 
ber. 

To secure the funds, a special 
assessment of 25 per cent of the 
license fees paid by hotel and 
business interests last year is now 
levied, and the reulting sum is 
turned over to the Chamber of 
Commerce. In return for such as- 
sessment, no further appeal for 
funds will be made locally this 
year by the Chamber of Com- 
merce. Under the new arrange- 
ment, between $5,500 and $6,000 
is expected to accrue for the pro- 
motion program. 

Additional Funds 
An additional $2,000 will be 
sought on the outside, largely 
from Norfolk business houses and 
other agencies interested in Beach 
development, to take care of the 
$8,000 budget recently approved by 
the board of directors. 

Featuring tonight's program 
will be the election of officers for 
the coming year and the reading 
of reports by the president, trea- 
surer and managing director of 
the organization. Th budget will 
be presented In detail, and the 
meeting will later be thrown open 
to a general discussion of the pro- 
motion program generally believed 
to be best for the Beach area.

Acting on a number of measure*! 
which were presented for decision* 
the Town Council Monday night 
disposed of business which had 
been held In obeyance since the 
postponed meeting of May 28th. 
On the recommendation of Sup- 
erintendent, of Public Schools P. 
W. Cox, the Council voted to In- 
crease the school budget for the 
next year to $24,311. 

Of this sum $21,011 will be 
raised by school levy on real estate 
within the corporate limits, the re- 
mainder coming as state aid. The 
increase was necessitated by the 
employment of an additional tea- 
cher and the incorporation of 
medical attention for students 
which were not a part of last 
year's budget. 

W. P. A. Funds Applied For 

On the recommendation of 
Council. WPA funds will be^appli- 
ed for, with which to tie in with 
the bulkhead now being construct- 
ed between 35th Street and 40th 
Street. Under the arrangement 
the Cavalier Hotel Corporation 
will advance part of the necessary 
funds and take the long term 
notes of the town In return for 
the advancement. The distance 
between the present bulkhead and 
that fronting the hotel property 
which will be closed by the con- 
templated construction will be ap- 
proximately 225 feet. 

On the recommendation of the 
Zoning Board of Appeals 9 lots 
fronting on 31st Street near the 
intersection of Arctic Avenue were 
re-zoned. The lots in question be- 
ing changed from Residence B to 
business zone, and several new 
stores will be erected on the site. 
Another recommendation of the 
same board to change the names 
of all streets north of the Cavalier 
Hotel was tabled, and action de- 
ferred until the next meeting of 
the Council.

BOOKS TO OWN 



KINDLING 

By Nevil Shute. 
Moirow. 279pp. $2.50

Whatever else may be true of 
it, KINDLING Is one of those 
stoires that readers find hard to 
lay aside, once they have started 
to read it. The author wastes no 
time getting under way, and he 
holds a steady pace right on down 
to the end. Everything that hap- 
pens in the story leaves something 
else to be settled in the next chap- 
ter or on the next page, and the 
reader naturally feels that he does 
not want to put the book down 
until he reads it through. It is an 
unfortunate fact that an too few 
novels possess this virtue, and this 
reviewer confesses himself strong- 
ly biased in favor of one that does. 

Having read KINDLING through 
at a sitting, and having been so 
deeply impressed by its readability, 
the reviewer was a little surprised 
to find himself laying the book 
aside with a feeling which a- 
mounted almost to distaste. At 
first he was unable to find a rea- 
son. It is true that the character- 
ization is nothing remarkable, 
though reasonably adequate; the 
plot and setting are not as fresh 
as they might be, but they will do. 
Just what is wrong with KINDL- 
ING? 

The trouble with KINDLING is 
that the solution of the problem 
rests upon an assumption which 
is, in its implications, repugnant 
to the accepted code of ethics, and 
no amount of exciting incident 
and altruistic purpose can blind 
the sensitive reader to the moral 
sophistry involved. To make clear 
what I mean let me sketch the 



stoiy briefly. 
Henry Warren was a London 



banker of the highest standing. ' 
Absorbed in his business, he works 
himself to the verge of a break- 
down, and goes away for a rest. 
Taken Ul among strangers, he is 
canied to a charity hospital in a 
town which has been ruined by the 
depression. During his convales- 
cence he becomes impressed by 
the hopele ss ness of the men who 
have lost their jobs when the 
shipyard closed; upon investiga- 
tion he becomes convinced that, 
short of a miracle, the yard can 
never expect to operate again. He 
determines to bring about that 
miracle. 

He buys the yard for a fraction 
of its cost, but the real task is to 
find someone who will give him a 
contract for a ship. By a series of 
highly reprehensible moves which 
involve him in bribery and other 
criminal practices, he arranges to 
float a most questionable foreign 
bond issue, his quid pro quo being 
that the foreigners will build 
several ships in his yard. Then he 
floats a stock issue to finance the 
yard. Though his experts have told 
him that it will be several years 
before the yard can show a profit, 
he deliberately issues a prospectus 
in which he practically guarantees 
large dividends from the very out- 
set. On the strength of this pros- 
pectus, coupled with the reputa- 
tion of his firm, the public rushes 
to buy. He consoles himself with 
the thought that ultimately the 
yard will pay and that in the 
meantime the men . of Sharpies 
will have employment. ■•

Historic St. John's Church, in 
Richmond, where Patrick Henry 
made his famous "Liberty or 
Death" address, is facing a crisis 
in its history, according to Dr. 
Douglas VanderHoof, chairman of 
a committee recently named to 
perpetuate the church as a na- 
tional shiine. 

St. John's must be kept open 
constantly due to popular demand 
on the part of visitors to Rich- 
mond, according to the Virginia 
State Chamber of Commerce. The 
cost of maintenance of the church 
property has become too great a 
drain for the congregation of the 
church to maintain, Dr. Vander. 
Hoof stated today. The result has 
been the organization of the St. 
John's Church Foundation^ Inc., 
a non-profit organization paying 
no salaries, which will attempt to 
raise $50,000 to endow the church 
pioperty for the perpetual pre- 
servation of the historic site and 
to continue to maintain the 
church as a free shrine. 

Alexander W. Weddell, United 
States Ambassador to Argentina, 
has been named president of the 
Board of Trustees. 

"Old St. John's . Church, in 
Richmond, is one of the outstand- 
ing patriotic shrines of this coun- 
try.

I" Anne County farmers are likely to 
spend considerable money for re- 
medies that are recommended in 
the treatment of coccidiosis, one 
of the most widespread parasitic 
diseases of young chickens. The 
acute form of the disease often 
causes death among birds up to 
two months of age. 

H. L. Moore, poultry specialist 
of the Virginia Extension Service, 
says that many treatments have 
been tried and advocated for cur- 
ing coccidiosis, but the opinion of 
poultry investigators is that none 
of these treatments is effective. 

The best way to fight coccidiosis, 
says Mr. Moore, is to practice rigid 
sanitary measures and thus pre- 
vent its getting a start In the 
flock. Daily cleaning and disin- 
fection of the brooder house and 
poultry yards are effective in pre. 
venting spread of the disease. 

A well-balanced diet which is 

supplemented by a generous a- 
mount of green feed is important 
for building up the young bird's 
resistance to coccidiosis. Feeding 
of a mash containing 40 percent 
dried skim milk or buttermilk has 
been advocated generally as effec- 
tive in protecting young chicks 
from infection. The results from 
the use of milk have not been en- 
tirely consistent, so it cannot be 
recommended as a cure for this 
disease. 

Coccidiosis is easily recognized 
by such symptoms as ruffled fea- 



thers, pallor, rapid emaciation, and 
bloodly droppings. 

The disease is spread Ns by con- 
tamination of the feed, water, and 
soil with droppings of fowls/which 
harbor the parasites. The parasite 
may be carried by water, or on 
shoes, grain sacks, or other objects. 
It is also spread by birds or in- 
sects which fly from one poultry 
yard to another. Rats and mice 
also may serve as carriers of the 
organism.

Pictures in the, Looking-Glass 







"Two-in-one" pictures can be snapped with the aid of a mirror. Note that 
the light comes from the left onto faces of the children. In mirror pictures 
the light must be in front of the camera, but It must also be shaded so 
i as not to shine on the lens. 



SNAPPING back and front views 
of a subject in one picture is a 
novel Idea, but it is one of the sim- 
plest tricks In photography. All one 
needs is a mirror. 

The subject sits or stands either 
in front of the mirror or barely to 
one side, looking into the glass. The 
person taking the picture stands 
back at a point where the camera 
finder shows both the back of the 
subject a.nl the reflection in the 
mirror — and snaps the picture. 

It Is recessary, of course, to have 
eufflci nc light, either daylight or 
artiflci..'. The light should come 
from one side, and fall upon the sub- 
ject Instead ot on the mirror. Strong 
light srch as from an electric bulb 
should not be allowed to strike the 
camera lens, as it will spoil the pic- 
tare. 

The artificial light to use for snap- 
shots is that from amateur floodlight 
bulbs, but ordinary electric bulbs 
wffl serve for time exposures. With 
aa ordinary 100-watt bulb and a box 
camera, loaded with supersensitive 
aim and opened to Its largest lens 
opening, an exposure of flvo seconds 
wffl usually serve when the bulb is 
three feet from the subject. Snap- 
i can for two of the large-sited 
r amateur flood bulbs la reflectors 
three to four feat from, the subject. 
; amateurs prefer the snapshot 
1 because ft does not require 



the subject to remain still so long. 
When a time exposure is made the 
camera must be rested on a table or 
other firm stand. 

The subject in a mirror pictuse 
should not stand too far from the 
mirror, because th^J will make the 
refiection^too far away and too 
small. Also, it may bring the subject 
so close to the camera that he is out 
of focus. With a fixed-focus camera 
which is not meant for use closer 
than six feet, the subject's back 
should be six feet from the lens 
when the picture is made. 

When using a focusing camera, 
remember that the reflection lies 
beyond the surface of the mirror. 
For instance, if the subject Is three 
feet in front of the mirror, the re- 
flection is three feat on the other 
side of the mirror. Hence, with the 
camera six feet from the mirror, the 
worker would focus at nine feet Or, 
to get everything sharp, he could 
focus for six feet and use a very 
small lens opening which gives more 
"depth of focus." 

If one has access to a dressing- 
table with a triple mirror, be can 
make four pictures ta one— a back 
view of the subject, a fun-face view, 
and two profiles. The two profiles 
are obtained by adjusting the side 
wtngs of the mirror to the proper 
reflecting angle, 



First Lady Writes

Mrs Roosevelt feels, however, 
that nobody can say that this 
problem, brought on by the ma- 
chine age, is satisfactorily solved 
as yet.

'KfKll^Eras otjfJhar- 
lbttie, North Carolina, read : v 'What 
can be done about the growing 
tendency to shorten working years 
for men and women and to dis- 
charge workers over forty-five?"

Some foods that were favorites 
with our grandparents are now 
"has beens" seldom seen on our 
tables. This does not apply to the 
dried Lima bean which is an "iser" 
if there ever was one. Grandmother 
probably never heard of this food, 
but our generation is consuming 
more and more each year. 

And why not? The dried Lima 
bean is remarkably rich in protein 
and ranks with other legumes as 
the highest of all popular vege- 
tables in carbohydrates. It contains 
both Vitamins A and B. As for 
such necessary food ingredients as 
calcium, magnesium, potassium, 
sodium, phosphorus, chlorine, sul- 
phur and Iron, you will best appre- 
ciate the dried Lima bean by com- 
paring It with such common foods 
as lean beef, eggs, fish, milk and 
potatoes. la Iron, potassium and 
magnesium, the Lima bean ranks 
higher than die five foods men- 
tioned, la sodium and phosphorus 
It ranks second — and In calcium, 
third.

Bake 
In a moderate oven (WO* F.) about 
25 minutes. To serve, unmold ta 
center of platter, place strips of 
crisp bacon over the top and gar- 
nish with slices of fried tomatoes.

Every 
student who is going to work this 
summer in a store, filling station 
ice cream parlor, baseball park, or 
other commercial or industrial 
establishment must have a social 
security recount card. A teacher 
whoNtakes/a Job in commerce or 
industry 4jor the summer; a work- 
er who was formerly employed on 
a farm or In domestic service; in 
fact anyone, who is changing from 
excepted employment to a job that 
Is included under old-age insur- 
ance provisions must have a social 
security account. 



Most employees of factories,! 



shops, mines, mills, offices, stores, 
business firm are covered by the 
law. They may be working full- 
time, or pait-time. They may 
work for more than one employer 
at a time. They may be employed 
by a manufacturer and work at 
heme. They may be paid by .the 
piece or by the hour, day, week or 
month. 

Even though a worker should 
move fiom place to place, finding 
employment in first one town and 
then another, he has a chance to 
build up a wage record that will 
entitle him to old-age Insurance 
payments after he reaches the age 
of 65. The amount of benefits will 
depend, of course, upon his own 
wage earnings. 

Mr. Dickson emphasised the fact 
that a person who has already 
secured a social security card will 
not be given a new number. In 
case he has lost his card, he should 
go to the Social Security Board 
office at 222 Post Office Build-

Spread between 
buttered slices of bread. Mayon- 
naise may be added to the mixture 
if desired. Makes 4 to 6 sand- 
wiches. 

Fruit Cream Cheese-Jam Sand- 
wich: Spread slice of bread with 
cream cheese and cover with slices 
of banana. Butter a second slice 
of bread, spread with tart jam. 
Put sandwich together. 

Collegiate Sandwich: Spread one 
slice of lightly buttered bread 
with peanut butter.

THE FLY— A SEAL ENEMY 

"The fly possesses two disarming 
characteristics. As insects go, it is 
not offensive in appearance and it 
is so common that Its presence to 
a degree is accepted. Nevertheless, 
it stands convicted as one of man's 
real enemies. It has been estimat- 
ed that in the United States alone 
the fly Is responsible for 40,000 
deaths annually. Its efficiency as 
a spreader of typhoid fever, infant 
diarrheal Infections, and tuber- 
culosis is well recognized," states 
Dr. I. C. Riggin, State Health 
Commissioner. 

"Even m; much progress has 
been made against this harmful 
insect. The screening of homes 
and a sanitary consciousness both 
in urban and rural communities, 
have reduced the fly's disease- 
spreading ability. Nevertheless, in 
rural Virginia there are still 
many properties lacking sanitary 
pit privies and adequate screen- 
ing; and in cities and towns ex- 
posed garbage and filth in general 
are permitted inexcusably to ex- 
ist. 

"It is carelessness of these types 
that still makes possible the wide- 
spread fly havoc. There is no rea- 
for persons to tolerate fly- 
ons, especially in

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Grass Crops Make 
EtteDeirt_ Silage 

Many fanners who In the past 
have suffered losses when trying 
to cure early crops of gras s e s and 
legumes as hay are turning to the 
silo as a means of preserving these 
valuable feeds, for winter use, says 
R. O. Connelly, Virginia extension 



Wherever alfalfa and clover are 
grown, fanners find that they 
often have unfavorable curing 
weather at the time of harvesting. 
The losses from making hay from 
other thick-stemmed, slow-curing 
crops at other seasons of the year 
are also great. The fall-maturing 
soybean la a good example. Now. 
these three crops, as well as 
timothy, Sudan gram, and even 
the small grains, such as oats, are 
going into the alio. 

Thtrt is one objectionable fea- 
ture In making grass and legume 
crops Into silage which may be 
overcome, says Mr. Connelly. Crops 
with a high moisture content, 
especially the legumes, are likely 
to develop bad odors in the silo 
which may affect the flavor of the 
milk when the silage is fed to 
dairy animals, unless particular 
care is exercised in feeding. 

One of the .best ways of pre- 
venting and lessening these odors 
and Improving the silage quality 
is to add molasses. It will Im- 
prove the palatablllty of all sil- 
ages and help to eliminate odors 
from high moisture crops. Mr. 
Connelly says, however, that mol- 
asses should not be relied upon as 
a sure preventive of all silage- 
making troubles. 

All hay crops should be chopped 
finely, one-fourth inch if possible, 
andihoroughly Backed during the 
profess of filling the silo. Weight- 
ing the top around the walls is 
advisable, espe'clally if the crop 
has been wilted. The walls and 



Shelves For Kitdieii 
Of Various Heights 

When shelves are being built to 
a kitchen as part of a modernisa- 
tion program, it should be remem- 
bered that a variety of height is 
advisable. Bottles, Jars, and cer- 
tain packaged goods need more 
space than the average provision 
to be stored. 

If all of the shelves are made 
wide enough to hold these pack- 
ages, a great deal of space is 
wasted or cans and boxes must be 
inconveniently stored on top of one 
another.

Vibrations Dae To 
Number Of Causes 

Vibration or creaks to floors 
may result from a number of 
causes. Undersized beams, no 
bridging or poor bridging that is 
loose or badly fitted, improper or 
insufficient nailing of the finish 
floor or the sub-floor, and lack of 
support under beams too long to 
be sufficiently stiff, or too wide a 
spacing of the floor joists. 

Loose bridging can be nailed 
tight or new bridging added. 
Finish floors may be surfaced- 
nailed, care being taken to drive 
the nail through the subfloor to 
the joist wherever possible. A beam 
supported on columns may be em- 
ployed to add general stiffness or 
reduce vibration.

He ex p l ai ned that whether any 
of the money is paid oat depends 
on the relation of the average 
prices received by growers of cot- 
ton, wheat, corn, tobacco and rice 
to the "parity" prices of these 
commodities tn the first fire 
months of the respective market- 
ing seasons. The parity price is 
that which gives the farmer a fair 
purchasing power in the terms of 
industrial prices. 

The $312,000,000 Is to be used to 
raise farmer Income to 75 percent 
of parity. 

Farmers must observe the acre- 
age allotment for 1939 under the 
new farm program in order to 
share in these payments. Except 
for winter wheat which is plant, 
ed late this year, it will be impos- 
sible to check compliance on the 
crops until 1939. 

The Senate set a top limit on 
these parity payments of 10 cents 
a bushel for wheat, 5 cents a 
bushel for corn, 2 cents a pound 
for cotton, 1 cent a pound for to- 
bacco, and one-fifth of a cent a 
pound for rice.

An ex- 
posed wall of concrete blocks 
above grade can be Waterproofed 
by either applying two or more 
coats of cement plaster, as above 
described, or by painting with at 
least two coats of cement paint 
properly applied. The. quality of 
the concrete blocks themselves, 
whether dense or porous, will det- 
ermine the type of waterproofing 
to be used.

MARIA GREYER, Latin Ameri- 
ca's poet laureate of romantic 
•ong, upset the musical traditions 
of a score of years when early this 
year she strayed from the classic 
•standards to write her first popular 
song. She had created* nearly five 
hundred standard songs, many com- 
posed for Individual stars of the con- 
cert stage, when she evolved the 
light gay number. '"H-PI-Tln." 

Now "Ti-PI-TIn" is to Maria 
Grever what the Prelude is to Rach- 
maninoff, or the Minuet to Paderew- 
ski ... an Inescapable part of ber 
musical personality. She likes to 
dream of the recent past when she 
was hailed as composer and artist 
of the concert stage, before she dis- 
covered that she also had the touch 
of a popular songwriter. And as 
Rachmaninoff envisions heaven as a 
place where his Prelude never Is 
heard, she can picture her paradise 
as a region not ringing with the 
rhythm of "Ti-Pl-Tln." 

Maria Grever never regarded "Tl- 
Pi-Tin" as more than a passing 
fancy, and reluctantly consented to 
its publication early in the year, 
when frknds who heard it in her 
studio pressed her to give its gay 
melody and lilting lyrics to the 
world of popular music lovers. Ray- 
mond Leveen, A.S.C.A.P., wrote the 
English lyrics. 

Maria Grever's career in song has 
been international. A native ot 
Mexico Cityys she was reared in 
Spain. Returning to ber native 
laud, master of piano, violin and 
guitar, she sang with a velvety 
coloratura soprano. Her patrician 
family frowned upon her theatrical 
aspirations. Married at fourteen, 
she found her husband in sympathy 
with her ambitions for a career in 
music A chance recording of one 
of her first compositions, "Besame," 
(Kiss Mel brought her recognition. 
When "Jurame," (Promise Me) fol- 
lowed, her fame was secure. Soon 
iVj was a reigning favorite of Latin 
America's concert stage, where tor 



twenty years she has played and 
sung her own songs. 

Early in the 'thirties Senora 
Grever made New York her perma- 
nent address, became an American 
citizen, and by virtue of ber many 
compositions, became a prominent 
member of the American Society of 
Composers, Authors and Publishers, 
through which such artists protect 
their copyrights. At the last an- 
nual dinner of the Society she met 
her American lyric writer, Ray 
mond Leveen, a fellow member 
Among concert artists, she Is known 
as a couturiere of song, for she baa 
composed dozens of songs, words 
and music, for such singers. One ol 
her early patrons was Caruso. The 
others constitute a "Who's Who" In 
music. 

Of the numerous fictions follow- 
ing the success of "Ti-Pl-Tin," one 
that moat amuses its composer 
places her in the role of an aged, 
indigent songwriter. The fact is 
that Senora Grever ranks among 
the most successful of women pom- 
posers, and that, while she proudly 
boasts three young grandchildren 
who have Inherited the Jet hair and 
flashing black eyes of their talented 
grandmother, she might well be 
mistaken tor their mother. 

So different from the usual run 
of her .creations is "Ti-Pi-Tin" that 
in Latin America many will not be- 
lieve it is her work. Yet like the 
Prelude and the Minuet, apparently 
it Is destined to haunt its creator, a 
musical Nemesis, to remind her 
even if It is with swelling royalty 
checks, of her momentary lapse 
from the classic ideals ot her other 



works.

They tell the story of war be- 
tween fathers and sons— a war for 
jobs. 

On the one hand, boys under 
25, Just out of school. On the 
other, men from 40, veteran 
workers thrown out of jobs by the 
depression and never taken back. 

Boys who need employment If 
they are to marry and rear fam- 
ilies and take their rightful part 
m the American tradition. Men 
who need Jobs if they are to meet 
the responsibilities of families al- 
ready acquired. Unemployment is 
not among these two groups alone. 
Have Than Last Tear 

Youth and age always have 
competed for employment, but the 
line of struggle never has been so 
clearly marked. There are three 
reasons for this, labor students 
say: First, the current recession; 
second, industry's Increasing de- 
mand for specialization, and third, 
the crystallisation of "age group" 
consciousness. 

A survey of college placement 
bureaus throughout the country 
reflects the discouraging outlook 
facing the 148,000 graduates the 
U. S. Education Office says will 
leave colleges this June. The 148,- 
000 Is 3,000 more than last year. 

Compared to this increased sup- 
ply, the colleges estimate a de- 
cras in job dmand as low as 75 
prcent under last year. Many 
schools do not even attempt fi- 
gures. . 

Harvard, fori example, says 
there are "not'many" jobs waiting 
fhr its 700 graduates and that 
''no" type of employment is 
"plentiful." Cornell reports its 900 
seniors are finding opportunity 
"the lowest in four years." The 
University of Pennsylvania says 
industry is "slow in signing up" 
its 1,600 prospects. Carnegie Tech 
speaks of "promises on the basis 
of fall business." The University 
of Virginia says jobs there are 
"30 percent under 1937." 

Notre Dame has jobs for 65 to 
75 pei cent of its men. Iowa State 
expects to place "70 percent by 
September 1." St. Louis Univer- 
sity has work for "mostly all" its 
grads. Things at the University of 
Colorado are "almost as bright as 
last year." But those are cheery 
exceptions. 

The best Purdue can do is get 
jobs for a fourth of its class. The 
University of Michigan has "few". 
The Univeisity of Chicago reports 
openings "40 to 60 percent below 
last year." At the University of 
Missouri, things are "steadily 
worse". At Stanford chances are 
only "two-thirds as good as 1937." 
"Protective" Groups 

Knowing their age group repre- 
sents 38 percent of all the men on 
W. P. A. rolls, workers over 40 are 
forming "protective" groups from 
New England to California. 

The "Over 40. Project" has been 
incorporated in New York, under 
the sponsorship of such success- 
ful people as Playwright Chan- 
ning Pollock and Producer Brock 
Pemberton, to persuade employ- 
ers to fill at least 40 percent of 
their jobs with men over 40. 

The "Life Begins at 40 League" 
has % similar purpose, as do the 
"Forty Onward League," "The 
American Citizens' League, Inc.," 
"The Job Hunters' League," "Over 
40" and "The Foundation for Am- 
ericans of Mature Age." The Am- 
erican Legion has added its voice 
in behalf of war veterans out of

E. D. Peterson, manager of -the 
Norfolk office of the Chesapeake 
and Potomac Company, said this 
station would be the third link in 
a chain of coastal service stations 
to be opened onjihe Atlantic sea- 
board. The others being located 
at Boston and New York City. 
Similar stations are now in oper- 
ation at San Francisco, San Diego 
and Seattle on the west coast. An 
additional station is nearing com- 
pletion at Miami and with one to 
be installed in Chaileston, S. C.

scientists; such men as 
cus, Dalton, Lavoister, Pasteur, 
Freud, Darwin, Malthus, Marx and 
others. But in conection with each 
major theory, we are also introduc- 
ed to many so-called lesser ^ink- 
ers who contributed to the for- 
mulation of the idea as it stands 
today. It is very doubtful, how- 
ever, that Kepler, Galileo, and 
Newton were lesser figures than 
Copenicus. 

Mr. Trattner believes that the 
great theories of science which he 
has outlined in his book form a 
conected system of ideas, that they 
have in common "an impressive 
one rather feels that he has been 
introduced to a linear series of 
isolated intellectual giants, each 
shut off in his own f^ld, and this 
in spite of the fact that their in- 
terconectiohs and debts t o one an- 
other are sufficiently stressed. 
Witness how Malthus' views on 
population affected Darwin's evo- 
lutionary point of view. The total 
effect is that of mountain peaks 
and in single ranges, where spurs, 
saddles, and the lesser summits 
should appear, all are blurred into 
the outline of the main ridge. 

Then there Is a rather strong 
suggestion of finality about these 
theories. As if what had been 
done was accomplished for all 
time and there could be no further 
work in the subject. Just prior to 
the time that Einstein shocked the 
physical world out of its dogmatic 
slumbers the physicists them- 
selves believed that all the details 
of the Newtonian progtram for 
classical physics had been mopped 
up. So they locked up their labor- 
atories, lectured In dress clothes, 
or sat back In their arm chairs 
contemplating the possibilities of 
calculating to a fifth decimal. It 
is well to remember Darwin's ad- 
vicevice. "I have steadily en- 
deavored to keep my mind free so! 
as to give up any hypothesis, how- 




shown to be opposed to it. Indeed 
I have had rto choice but to act in 
this manner, for, with the excep- 
tion of the Coral Reefs, I cannot Church 
remember a single first-formed' 
hypothesis which had not after a 
short time to be given up or great- 
ly modified." 

For those who are somewhat 
loath to meet an abstract idea 
face to face in all of its naked 
skeletal structure, this book will 
be a bon. For Mr. Trattner dresses 
up the theories In a gay coating 
of biography. In fact, he feels 
that the private lives of the sci- 
entists may have had as much if 
not more to do with the ideas they 
created than all their abstract 
thinking about them. This is very 
doubtful. The book, on the whole, 
is interesting biography, well writ- 
ten but very thin science.

Equality of Treatment 

The railroads ask, first of all, for 
equality of treatment and opportun- 
ity—equality in all matters of regu- 
lation, taxation mid subsidy; and a 
chance to compete on equal terms 
with other forms of transportation. 

Restrictive and Expensive Laws 

The increasing tendency, both in 
Congress and in State Legislatures, 
to harass and weakert the railroads by 
passing laws which increase expenses 
'with no corresponding public benefit 
should be stopped. 

Reductions in Operating Expense 

The immediate situation of the rail- 
road industry is more critical than it 
was in 1932. Traffic is less, rates are 
lower, wages, taxes and prices are 
higher. Costs within the control of 
the railroads have been cut to the 
bone and now they have been com- 
pelled to announce their intention of 
making a reduction in wages, which, 
however, will leave the average rate 
of pay higher than it was in 1932. 

Revision of Rate-Making Practices 

The railroads ask the authority to 
price their product to meet compe- 
tition—a privilege exercised by other 
forms of business. They ask passage 
of the Pettengill Bill to amend the 
long-and-short-haul restriction on 
railroads. Xo such restriction applies 
to any other form of transportation. 
They ask revision by Congress of the 

E resent rule of rate-making, which 
as been construed by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission as authoriz- 
ing it to substitute its judgment for 
that of the railroads in determining 
the effect of proposed rates on rev- 
enue 

The power of the Interstate Com- 
mence Commission over such intra- 
state rates as affect interstate com- 
merce should be enlarged. 



Regulation of Water Transportation 

It is suggested that Congress enact 
the Wheeler-Ramspeck Bill, provid- 
ing for the regulation of water car- 
riers by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, as it now regulates the 
railroads and public highway carriers. 

Repeal of Land Grant Rates 

The railroads today are contributing 
more than $:,000,'000 a year to the 
Government in reduced rates on Gov- 
ernment traffic, in return for land 
"granted'' more than half a century 
ago. Congress is now considering re- 
peal of the statute requiring these 
reduced rates. 

Federal Barge Line 

The railroads believe than Congress, 
by appropriate legislation, should 
discontinue operation of the Federal 
Barge Line. This was the clear in- 
tent of Congress at the time the 
Barge Line Act was passed. 

Loons to Railroads 

Broader authority for the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation to 
make loans to '^caiiroads upon the 
prospect of future earnings would be 
an aid to recovery and increased em- 
ployment. 

Consolidations and Coordinations 

Many of the large railroad systems 
today are the result of consolidations. 
Coordination of rail services and 
facilities is in effect to a large extent. 
Sound business policy requires that 
these processes be continued by nego- 

Whcn you look at this list, you cah summarize the basic difficulty of the rail- 
roads in as simple a statement as this : 

They are controlled and restricted on a fifty-year-old theory that the railroads 
are a monopoly— yet they are called upon today to compete for business 
against every other form of transportation. 

What railroad men want is simply equality and the same freedom of judgment 
and initiative in running their business enjoyed* bv everv successful business

Labor Legislation 

The Railway Labor Act should be 
amended to improve present pro- 
cedure in cases invoking contracts 
between the railroads and their em- 
ployes, and to give the railroads, as 
well as employes, the right to seek 
court review of awards and orders. 

Fair Taxation 

The railroads should be exempted 
from the undistributed 1 profits tax 
and from additional State taxes of 
the sort which are a burden on inter- 
state commerce. 

Tolls for Commercial Use of Inland 
Waterways 

Tolls should be charged for commer- 
cial use of inland navigable waters, 
other than harbors and the Great 
Lakes — based on a fair return to the 
Government for money spent for im- 
provement and maintenance. 

Grade Crossings and Bridges 

The separation of grade crossings is 
of much greater interest to/highway 
travelers than to the railroads. The 
improvement of navigable streams 
for the use of water-borne traffic or 
for flood control, from which the rail- 
roads derive no benefit, often involves 
heavy expense to them for the re- 
building and maintenance of tracks 
and bridges.

"These days much is heard of 
the tired business man. Often 
members of this class work had all 
day to meet present-day conditions 
and play hard all evening and late 
into the night as an antidote. Lack 
of body tone and sometimes seri- 
ous conditions develop toy thus dis- 
regarding feature's fundamental 
requirements. While it is true that 
modern existence is an important 
influence in this connection, the 
mature adult usually is able so 
to regulate his life that the need- 
ed hours of relaxation and sleep 
can be obtained, if he is so inclin- 
ed. On the other hand, the prob- 
lem is not quite so simple for 
children," states Dr. I. C. Riggin, 
State Health Commissioner. 

"Youngsters, If unjiestBained, 
naturally follow their own inclina- 
tions. And in this conection some 
parents fail to appreciate that 
health cannot be maintained pro- 
perly if childien are deprived of 
the sleep quota that nature de- 
mands for healthy body growth. 

"Unquestionably today's high 
speed, with its night distractions 
and extracurricular obligations, is 
taking an increasing toll among 
pupils of the junior and high 
school groups. Fatigue thus steps 
in and buoyant health steps out. 
Sometimes there are even more 
serious results. 

"Recent surveys in various sec- 
tions of the United States indi- 
cate • that a fair proportion of 
school children are ten per cent 
or more undei weight. From this 
total one must/oT"course elimin- 
ate that comparatively small 
group who naturally are under- 
weight because of their size. The

Through- 
Out the United States the produc- 
tion of winter wehat improved and 
production is estimated at 760,623,- 
000 bushels, which is about 1 per- 
cent above the May 1 forecast. 
Apjile Prospect Poor 
The apple crop this season will 
be much smaller than last year, 
as the set is light in most sections 
due to unfavorable weather con- 
ditions during the blooming per- 
iod, and to damage from frost and 
freezes. The best prospects are re- 
ported in the northern part of 
the State and the poorest in the 
southwestern districts. On June 
1, 44 percent of a full crop was 
indicated compared with 73 per- 
cent on June 1 last year and 48 
percent the ten year average. The 
June 1 condition of the apple crop 
for the United States was report- 
ed at 55 percent of normal, com- 
pared- with the condition of 77 
percent on June 1, 1937, and with 
the 10-year „< 1927-36) average of 
63 percent. 

The peach crop is very good in 
commercial orchards, but is gen- 
erally light in the farm orchards, 
where thslre was considerable 
damage from frosts and freezes 
early in the spring. Peaches are 
growing rapidly and both the size 
and quality are above average. The 
Crozet, Roanoke and Timberville 
sections are the most important 
producing areas. All report excel- 
lent prospects. The total produc- 
tion of peaches based upon pros- 
pects on June 1 is estimated at 1,- 
182,000 bushels compared with 1,- 
599.000 bushels last year and 767,- 
000 bushels the ten year average.

Pastures improved rapidly dur- 
ing the latter part of the month, 
and on June 1 the condition was 
above average.

Pas- 
tures are poorest in'the central 
and northern counties, wheie rain- 
fall was lightest during May. 

Egg production showed the us- 
ual seasonal decline and on June 
1 the average per flock oh farms 
of crop reporters was 48.9 eggs per 
hundied hens, which was prac- 
tically the same as the average on 
June 1 last year. The number of 
hens per farm, however, was only 
66 compared with 67 a year ago. 
More young chickens are being 
raised this season and the aver- 
age pe: farm on June 1 was 144.7 
compared with 133.4 last year.

unquestionably a legitimate part 
of the cost of shelter and home 
ownership, and much of that too- 
high cost in previous days resulted 
from second and third mortgages, 
according to Mr. McDonald.

Secondary Loans 
"On a theory that mortgage 
lending was really a process of 
buying houses on a deferred-basis, 
low-ratio first mortgages and ex- 
pensive secondary liens were per- 
haps justified from the lender's 
point of view. But on the thesis 
that a lender is one who lends 
and not one who bets that the 
home owner cannot meet his pay- 
ments, It is apparent that a single 
mortgage based on the borrower's 
ability to pay and limited only by 
the value of the collateral is a 
sounder system. It is not the ratio 
of debt to value that caused the 
lending losses of 1932 but the idea 
that a borrower could, in a short 
interval, amass enough cash to 
pay primary and secondary obli- 
gations in full, for, in the last an- 
alysis, the old 3- and 5-year mort- 
gage was to the average home 
buyer nothing more nor less than 
a demand note. 

Theory Changed 
The intelligent shift in view- 
point in mortgage lending from a 
theory that the borrower won't 
pay to a theory that he will and 
can pay, if it is within his reason- 
able ability to do so, makes hign- 
cost secondary financing seem not 
only unnecessaiy but a positive 
danger to the soundness of the en- 
tire transaction.

A plumbing system is divided 
into three parts, all of approxi- 
mately equal importance. 

To the layman the fixtures ara 
better known and are items that 
come in for first consideration 
when building a house or when 
contemplating the modernization 
of an existing house. But even the 
finest of fixtures cannot render 
the service they are capable of 
unless the supply and waste pip- 
ing are correctly installed and ade- 
quate for the needs of the system. 

Defects in supply piping fre- 
quently will result In an Inade- 
quate supply of water at fixtures, 
and defective waste piping will 
Often cause a stoppage at the fix- 
tures. 

, In designing a plumbing system 
for a new house the plumber will 
first total the water consumptionn 
for all fixtures. The capacity of 
piping should be sufficient to al- 
low the use of all fixtures simul- 
taneously, otherwise some of the 
faucets will give off only a dis- 
couraging dribble when heavy use 
is being made of water. To guard 
against this, pipe capacity should 
exceed the all-fixture-use volume. 

Hidden piping should be of high- 
est grade, as it is costly to replace 
or repair, in the usual two-story 
house there is approximately 300 
feet of such piping concealed In 
walls and under flooring. Obvious- 
ly it pays to have this concealed 
part gf the plumbing system of the 
best available quality.

ate excessive speeds. 

Same in School Zones 

Limits for speed in residential 
business and school zones have 
not been changed from the twen- 
ty-five, fifteen, and fifteen mile 
per hour of the old law, but they 
too are now absolute. Motorists 
were reminded that another speed 
limit affects the opeiation of a 
vehicle passing a school bus. The 
law states that a driver either 
meeting or overtaking a school bus 
loading or unloading children 
shall not pass at a speed greater 
than five miles per hour. State 
Police have received orders to en- 
force this rule strictly.

Virginia can expect an increase 
in tourists from other states thi? 
season over last season. 

This prediction was made in 
Richmond recently by Russell E. 
Singer, of Washington, general 
manager of the American Autom- 
obile Association, in an address 
before the combined session of the 
Kiwanis and Rotary Clubs of that 
city, at the Hotel John Marshall. 

The speaker made his toutist 
travel prediction about Virginia 
after reading reports just sub- 
mitted him by directors of tour- 
ing bureaus of AAA clubs .located 
at Cincinnati, Detroit, Chicago, 
Pittsburgh, and other points in the 
East and North. The Cincinnati 
Club reported travel to Virginia 
increased 70 .per cent at the start 
of the present year. 

More Visitors This Year 

Mr. Singer predicted that for 
the nation as a whole, there 
would probably be more tourists 
this)season than last season, yet 
they would spend less per capita 
due to the business recesion. 

The touring bureau director de- 
clared that in their opinion, the 
leading Roints of travel interest 
in Virginia were the Skyline Qrifa, 
Colonial Williamsburg, Virginia 
Beach, and the mportant historic 
shrines. 

Continuing, he said that "from 
all available evidence, it is clear 
that the Old Dominion has risen 
to a challenging position among 
the leading tourist-objective states. 
Vast Sums Spent 

"It is authentically estimated 
thai! in 1936 tourists spent $150,- 
000,000 in Virginia and probably 
somewhat more than that in 1937. 
This total of $150,000,000 is great- 
er than Virginia's 1936 income 
from all principal farm products, 
crops and livestock combined. Of 



Virginia's major industries, the 
touring industry is outranked only 
by cigarette manufacturing. In 
dollar volume, it is three times 
greater than the rayon industry, 
six times greater than cotton 
manufacture, and nearly seven 
times greater than Virginia's 
furniture industry." 

A state promotion campaign, to 
be successful, must be backed up 
by a courteous welcome, good 
accommodations at reasonable 
prices, and the provision of ade- 
quate travel facilities, the speaker 
stated.

Timely Rescues By 
Local Life Guard 

Yesterday witnessed two rescues 
from drowning; the first to take 
place at the Beach this season. In 
the first of these incidents, Har- 
rison Braithwaite, rushed to the 
assistance of Mrs. Harold Less- 
lion, of Wilmington, Delaware, 
who, caught In a "back wash" 
found herself unable to reach 
shore, and screamed for help. The 
second rescue was made by "Baby" 
Braithwaite, who brought in 
Streets Stalling, 15-year-old son 
of a local antique dealer, who got 
beyond his depth and was ex- 
hausted by his effort to reach the 
shallow water. 

Swimming with her husband 
about 10 AM in front of the 
Dolphin cottage, Mrs. Lesshon, a 
25-year-old matron, said to be a 
fair swimmer, became alarmed 
when she was unable to get to 
shore, and called for help. Her 
husband hearing her call, made 
every effort to go to her assistance, 
but was unable to reach her, ac- 
cording to those who witnessed 
the affair. Eye witnesses said there 
was quite a current running at 
the time. Life Guard Braithwaite 
who was on duty, heard the call 
for help, and plunged in to the 
assistance of the distressed wom- 
an. It was said that the rescue 
was made without aid from other 
sources. 

First Aid Necessary » 

After the administration of 
first-aid Mrs. Lesshon was able 
to be assisted to her room where 
she was said to be suffering from 
shock and exhaustion, due to her 
trying experience. Artificial respi- 
ration was not necessary to bring 
the young lady around. 

A few hours later" the second 
rescue of the day occurred near 
17th Street, when young Stallings 
was unable to make shore and 
called for assistance. TJie circum- 
stances were quite similar to the 
eailier experience, but on this oc- 
casion "Baby" Braithwaite, was 
the guard who went out and 
brought in the boy. The prompt- 
ness of the aid afforded those in 
distress was said to be the soIj 
reason why a tragedy was avoid- 
ed in both instances. 



"Stickers" Theft 
Cause Of Trouble 



Motorist Required 
To Dim Headlights 

Dimming of headlights, long a 
habit of courtesy, is now required 
by law in an amendment to the 
Motor Vehicle Code passed by the 
last General Assembly and effec- 
tive June 21st. 

While thoughtful drivers realize 
that dimming headlights was a 
courtesy due the other driver, 
some failed to realize that many 
accidents, including many ped- 
estrian deaths, were caused by 
glaring lights. The Division of 
Motor Vehicles pointed out that 
even though headlights are ad- 
justed in accordance with the law 
the "high" or "driving" beam of 
modern headlights does not pre- 
vent some glare when meeting an- 
other car. 

A dangerous feature not suffi- 
ciently emphasized is that the high 
or driving beam prevents proper 
vision beyond the approaching 
car and it is impossible for the 
operator to see Clearly his side of 
the road beyond the passing car. 

Even though the law will thus 
have little meaning for many driv- 
ers, those who have not been in 
the habit of dimming their head- 
lights were urged to begin now and 
avoid being stoped by an Officer. 
The law is entirely a safety mea- 
sure to lend emphasis to the spirit 
of courtesy which has heretofore 
been the only compelling motive. 
■ With consistent dimming of 
headlights many night accidents 
will be avoided, the Division pre- 
dicted, and night driving win he 



Selling car inspection stickers 
proved a good racket for a short 
time for four men and a 13 year 
old boy last month, but. justice 
triumphed at last. One man is 
serving a 12 months jail sentence. 
the others shorter terms, and the 
boy has been turned over to the 
Juvenile Court. 

The culprits, all from the vicin- 
ity of Richmond, stole inspection 
stickers from various official in- 
spection stations, and then sold 
them, usually for a dollar, to in- 
dividuals owning cars in poor con- 
dition. 

State and County Police located 
the guilty individuals through the 
sticker numbers, however, and 
placed them under arrest. 

One book of stickers was stol- 
en from the home of a mechanic 
who inadvertently carried the book 
home in his overalls. The stickers 
were peddled by the 13 year old 
boy together with an older friend 
of his. Another book was taken 
from a garage while the mechanic 
was working on the thief's auto- 
mobile. 

Law Change Contemplated 

In view of the number of stick- 
ers stolen this past month 
throughout the State, the Division 
of Motor Vehicles predicted that 
during the next inspection in the 
fall new regulations would be in 
effect holding the inspection sta- 
tions responsible for stickers is- 
sued to them. A cash deposit for 
stickers, to be refunded on the re- 
turn of duplicates, was under con- 
sideration, as well as the possibi- 
lity that loss of stickers might be 
grounds for revocation of appoint =■ 
ment. Officials of the Division said 
that it was through the careless- 
ness of the station that met 
losses were due. and that definite 
steps would be taken to insure

AND LOAN PAYS 

Total of $725 to be Distri- 
buted to Members for Semi-

The shareholders of the Virginia

"The earnings of the Associa- 
tion have been very satisfactory", 
said Mr. Terry. "We have had no 
difficulty in maintaining the cur- 
rent dividend rate of 4% per 
annum and meeting the reserve 
requirements of our chapter." 
Many Homes Financed 

A total of thirty-four homes in 
Virginia Beach and Princess Anne 
County have been financed by the 
Association, eight of these having 
been made since January first. At 
the June meeting the directors 
approved new loan applications in 
excess of $14,000 and . some of 
these will be closed within the few 
weeks. 

The directois of the Associa- 
tion are highly gratified by its 
steady growth. It has been the po- 
licy of the board to foster a slow, 
steady growth; rather than at- 
tempt to create a large association 
by high pressure methods. Thus 
far the organization has been able 
to find ample funds to finance its 
loans. Since the .first of the year 
new funds invested have exceeded 
twenty thousand dollars.

Summer Employees 
Must Get Numbers 

Employers hiring workers, now, 
because of seasonal business 
should learn the account number 
of each new employee and enter it 
in permanent records. Mew work- 
ers without account numbers 
should be referred by employers to 
the nearest Social Security Board 
office, where numbers will be as- 
signed them. This reminder, which 
comes today from the Social Sec- 
urity Board, is directed especially 
toward employers who, during the 
summer months, take on extra 
employees at hotels and camps or 
In such industries as ice cream, 
canning, lumber mill -work, 
cement, and laundry. 

Attention is called to the fact 
that quarterly wage reports are 
submitted by employers to the 
Bureau of Internal Revenue for all 
employees whose wages are for 
employment covered by Title VTH 
of the Social Security Act. The 
amount of taxable wages paid to 
temporary and part-time em- 
ployees as well as to permanent 
£orker!s must be reported, along 
with the name and account num- 
ber of each employee. The employ- 
er's report of wages paid to an 
employee must include, in addi- 
tion to wages in cash, the fair 
cash value of any other form of 
pay, such as goods, meals, or lodg- 
ing.

SLIPPERY WHEN WET 



Not unmindful of the benefit re- 
sulting from a broadened roadway 
leading into Virginia Beach by 
the south route, we feel that a 
timely warning to the motoring 
public, is in order because the 
asphalt surface which is being su- 
perimposed on the concrete base 
is slippery! Very slippery when 
wet! We have arrived at this con- 
clusion from observation of three 
cars in the ditch following Tues- 
day morning's rain. All of them 
were on the wrong side of the 
road and headed in the wrong di- 
rection, showing they had made a 
complete swing around before 
coming to rest. A constant user 
of the roadway informs us that 
following a recent rain, one gar- 
age operating a wrecking truck 
was called upon to "haul in twelve 
cars; the victims of the slippery 
road. 

Elsewhere on this page, we print 
an editorial calling attention to 
certain changes in the Motor 
Vehicle Code, all of which are de- 
signed in the interest of avoiding 
accidents. This of itself is to be 
commended, but what are we to 
accomplish by the effort, if the 
Highway Commission places sur- 
faces on the roadways which are 
potentially dangerous by virtue of 
the material and treatment of the 
surface upon which the motorist 
must ride. 

We submit, that here is a state 
of affaifc which justify the imme- 
diate study of the Jlighway De- 
partment, with a view to eliminat- 
ing the source of danger, probably 
extending as far as a change from 
the material used in this first one- 
third to be resui faced, to some 
other material, offering better 
traction in wet weather, when the 
remainder of the road is re-sur- 
faced. Certainly a generous use of 
the conventional signs, "Slippery 
When Wet" is the least that can 
be done in the interest of safety. 
Otherwise the fine effort being 
made to eliminate accidents by 
numerous agencies, notably the 
National Safety Council, will be 
automatically defeated. The ma- 
terial cost of roadways is a second- 
ary matter, when the cost in hu- 
man lives as a result of highway 
accidents becomes involved. Espe- 
cially is this true when the source 
of danger is unknown to the dri- 
ver, and it places a severe obliga- 
tion on the state agency charged 
with providing and maintaining 
an adequate and safe road system. 
The least that can be done is to 
place proper warning signs prom- 
ptly. Unnecessary delay may lead 
to tragedy. 



to act, there is nothing he can do 
to put this particular recom- 
mendation into effect. In this re- 
gard the Sergeant expresses him- 
self as doubtful of the wisdom of 
invoking civil service in the jails 
of the State. 

At the very outset of his letter 
Lawler expresses disappointment 
:hat the grand Jury was unable 
to find a true bill against anyone 
in the mtter of the jail delivery. 
When we realize that the grand 
jury made a thorough investiga- 
tion into this phase of the ques- 
tion, extending over a period of 
ten days, one is inclined to feel 
that the escape was quite an in- 
volved affair. In this matter of 
placing the blame, both the Ser- 
geant and the grand jury seem to 
be equally in the dark; and this 
in spite of the fact that one of the 
escaped negroes subsequently 
testified in Police Court, to the ef- 
fect he "was let out" of jail. 

In view of all the circumstances 
surrounding this unfortunate af- 
fair, and the fact that the judge 
of the Corporation Court had pre- 
viously written the Sergeant to the 
effect that he would look to him, 
as the responsible official, "for the 
strict enforcement of the regula- 
tions layed down for the safe 
keeping of the jail", Sergeant 
Lawler must be the final judge of 
what is and what is not a proper 
jail regulation. So long as this re- 
sponsibility remains, he is entire- 
ly Justified in assuming the re- 
commendations of the grand jury 
to be advisory suggestions, to be 
accepted or renounced as his 
better judgment dictates. His ac- 
tion of adopting only such recom- 
mended measures as seem practic- 
able in the light of physical con- 
ditions of the Norfolk jail, appear 
to us to be entirely justified. All 
things taken into consideration, 
we think the Sergeant's letter is a 
very satisfactory answer and likely 
to be the last word on the baffl- 
ing subject of the jailbreak. 



MOTOR CODE CHANGES 



OnTuesday of this week cer- 
tain changes in the Virginia law 
governing the 'speed and conduct 
of motor vehicles along the State 
highways, became effective. So far 
as speed alone is concerned, the 
change is revolutionary in princi- 
ple — a change of basic ideas. For- 
merly, one who exceeded the re- 
latively slow highway speed of 45 
miles per hour, was presumed to 
be driving recklessly, whereas, 
under the new law, with an open 
highway speed limit of 55 miles an 
hour, the presumption of reck- 
lessness is removed, and an arbi- 
trary offense of speeding created 
in its place. 

This is in effect a sensible li- 
beralization of the~Tsid_ law and 
v.ith anything like reasonable co- 
opeiation from the motoring pub- 
lic and an earnest effort on the 
part of the highway police to en- 
force this provision, ' we should 
see corresponding benefits in the 
automobile accident toll. It 



ines. It is obvious to the casual 
reader that the only difference be- 
tween those Involved as principals 
in the tragedy depicted here Is the 
effect of training and schooling, 
in obedience to duty on the one 
hand, and the lack of such train- 
ing on the other. In the five par- 
agraphs which follow the story 
and its moral are both well told. 

"Fog, the dread enemy of sea- 
faring men, added more victims to 
the heavy toll of lives it has tak- 
en when the coastwise steamer 
Fairfax rammed and sank the oil 
tanker Pinthis near Boston in 
June, 1930. Forty-seven lives were 
lost in the tragedy. Many more 
would have died had it not been 
for the coolheaded sailors and U. 
S. Marines whose heroic efforts 
saved many of the panic-stricken 
passengers. 

"Several naval men were aboard 
as passengers when the Fairfax 
steamed her way cross Massachu- 
setts Bay through the fog. There 
was a sudden crash, folowed by a 
terrific explosion and a volcanic 
burst of fire. 

"Terror gripped most of the 
passengers on the Fairfax. They 
screamed and ran madly about 
the decks. Women and children 
were trmpled, and some plunged 
into the inferno of blazing gaso- 
line floating on the surface of the 
water. The training of the Navy 
men and Marines asserted itself 
and they struggled to calm the 
milling mob. 

"One group of enlisted men bat- 
tled the flames. Others aided pas- 
sengers who were trapped on the 
upper deck to the safety of the 
deck below. One marine climbed 
the flame-wrapped mast to repair 
the radio antenna. The entire bow 
and portside of the Fairfax was a 
seething furnace. 

"During the four hours they 
bttled the flames and their sub- 
sequent rescue by the steamer 
Gloucester, bluejackets and mar- 
ines lived up to the highest tradi- 
tions of their calling, winning the 
unstinted pririse-of passengers and 
crew alike. They disclaimed all 
credit, merely doing, as they put 
it, "what we were expected to do."

and one forgets happily a host of 
others. 

Ludwig's Roosevelt leans more 
toward the second than toward the 
first type of biographies, and so 
it labors rather heavily under the 
handicaps which beset the type. 
As a professional and highly skill- 
ed biographer, Mr. Ludwig has 
been thoroughly conscious of the 
difficulties in his way, and he has 
made a rather good job of over- 
coming most of them. But the job 
has not been good enough; even 
as source material, this work will 
hajdly rate very high when the 
definitive life of Franklin D. 
Roosevelt comes to be written. 



Whatever value this Roosevelt 
possesses exists for the present 
rather than for the future. 

For the present, however, Roose- 
velt does offer several rather im- 
portant contributions which I shall 
mention in what seems to me to 
be the ascending order of their 
merit. 

In the first place, it is, like all 
of Ludwig's books, beautifully 
written; morever, the story that 
Mr. Ludwig has to tell is, in it- 
self ,90 interesting, that the read- 
er, unless his dislike for Mr. Roose- 
velt has so colored his emotions 
that he has developed a phobia 
for the President, will find the 
book decidedly entertaining. 

Another value of the contempor- 
ary lies in the thoroughness with 
Which the present social, political, 
and economic situation is set forth. 
I. am not now contending that Mr. 
Ludwig's conclusions are either 
valid or acceptable to the major- 
ity of our citizens; whether he has 
correctly estimated the causes and 
importance of our problems is 
quite beside the point. What does 
matter is that he has presented 
a synopsis of recent American hist- 
ory in such a way as to remind 
those of us who have Irvied 
through the times and events he 
records of a good many things that 
we are likely to overlook in the 
confusion of the hour. I am re- 
minded of the salt-water sailor 
who was adrift in an open boat on 
one of the great lakes. When he 
was finally rescued his first cry 
was for water, which ws prompt- 
ly dipped up from the lake and 
offered him. It was only then that 
he recalled what he had known 
all along, that the lake ,water was 
fresh. Many of us, in our excite- 
ment over some of the Roosevel- 
tain policies, are in the same case 
as this sailor. Perhaps we shall 
not change our .minds when we 
recall some of .these forgotten 
things, but at least our reactions 
will be a little less hysterical. 

Finally, Mr. Ludwig brings to his 
Roosevelt the point of view of a 
world citizen who knows fairly 
intimately many of the men whose 
names are most often spoken in 
the capitols of the world. He has 
seen Mussolini and Stalin at then- 
desks; a native of Germany, he 
knows Hitler and His. coadjutors. 
One is apt to listen most respect- 
fully to him when he compares 
the American President with men 
of this type, even though he some<- 
times presents as logic an argu- 
ment that one must reject as a 
non sequitur; I personally accept 
several of his conclusions without 
approving his syllogisms. It is easy 
to see that Mr. Ludwig has fallen 
rather completely under the fa- 
mous Roosevelt spell, but after 



all, charm is an admirable quality. 
What seems to impress Mr. 
Ludwig most of all about our Am- 
erican government is {he absence 
of brass buttons and gold lace. 
One would almost suppose that 
he credits Mr, Roosevelt with hav- 
ing get rid of the horse guards. 
It is comforting, however, in the 
midst of all the talk about bureau- 
cracy, to be assured by a man who 
has seen the /bureaucrats at their 
best and worst, that in spite of 
all quantitative evidence to the 
contrary, qualitatively we are sev- 
eral hundred years behind our 
European neighbors when it comes 
to red tape and uniforms.

ONE of the most important things 
to keep in mind when you are 
planning to build is the arrange- 
ment of closet space. Closets are 
indispensable and should be in- 
stalled wherever required as far as 
the cost of the house warrants. In 
inexpensive houses, where space is 
necessarily scarce, closets are used 
sparingly. When possible each bed- 
room should have a large, closet. 
These closets should be provided 
with high shelves and with strips 
for hooks, and may be fitted with 
any of the patented devices for 
hanging clothing. The doors should 
open so as to admit direct daylight 
or lamplight. Also there should be 
a good-sized closet connected with 
the kitchen, one with the laundry, 
and one lor coats, etc.. In connection 
with the hall. It is desirable to have 
a closet for linen, one for china and 
cedar closets for the storage of win- 
ter clothing and blankets. 



If your house Is to have a cellar 
make it serve you well. The average 
cellar is a sort of catch-all, and is 
apt to contain a miscellaneous col- 
lection of objects, many of which 
are useless. A modern cellar should 
be properly designed for certain 
functions. The heating apparatus, 
of course, is a prime necessity and 
should be thoughtfully located. The 
laundry is frequently located in the 
cellar and should be closed off so as 
to be free from dust By partition- 
ing off the cellar with tight, dust- 
proof partitions a large game room 
can sometimes be located there. 
Such a room may be used as a play 
room for the children. Closets for 
storage purposes also may be built 
into any well planned cellar.

Reduced Interest 
Rates Continued 

The continuation of the tempor- 
arily reduced interest rates on 
Federal land bank and land bank 
Commissioner loans, as a result of 
recent congressional action, will 
apply to all interest payable prior 
to July 1, 1940. Charles S. Jackson, 
president of the Federal Land 
Bank of Baltimore, said today. 

President Jackson said the tem- 
porarily reduced rate of 4 per cent 
on land bank Commissioner loans, 
made through the land banks, will 
also be continued until July 1, 
1940. 

He explained that the tempor- 
ary interest reduction provided 
by Congress does not change the 
contract interest rate, that is, the 
rate written in he mortgage at the 
time a loan was made. Under the 
law, as now amended, both land 
bank and Commissioner borrowers 
will resume interest payments at 
their respective contract rates on 
July 1, 1940. 

"Farmers who, obtain new loans 
now", the land bank president 
stated, "will get the benefits of the 
reduced rate for all Interest in- 
stallments payable prior to July 
1. 1940. and after that will not 
have to pay more than the con- 
tract rate for the balance of the 
term of the loan, which may be 
for as long as 20 to 30-odd years." 

On May 31 there were 43,977 
land bank and Commissioner loans 
outstanding in Virginia, West Vir- 
ginia, Maryland, Delaware and 
Pennsylvania, with an unpaid ba- 
lnce of $90,312,015.

Virginia Beach, the Summer

Avoidance And Care 
Bites And Stings 



Just In time for the first picnics 
of the vacation months are these 
recommendations made by The 
Progressive Parmer for prevent- 
ing or treating bites by insects, in. 
fection from poison oak, etc.: 

1. For redbugs one recommend- 
ed remedy is oil of cloves rubbed 
on the ankle or shins before ex- 
posure. "Get it fresh every year,' 
is the advice. A little vaseline 
rubbed around the ankles or just 
above will also prevent the redbugs 
climbing higher. 

2. About snakes and spiders, the 
first important thing is to know 
which are really dangerous and 
which are not. Of spiders the only 
poisonous one is the "Black 
Widow" — predominally black with 
bright red markings. Of snakes, 
all the poisonous kinds but one 
have these characteristics: 

1. All have a broad, triangular 
head on a very narrwo heck. 

2. All have a sort of hole on the 



side of the head about halfway 
between the eye and the nostril 
which looks like a second nostril. 
3. All have the plates on the 
under side of the tail in a single 
row. 

The one exception to the above 
rule is the coral snake. This is a 
long, slim snake found from east- 
ern North Carolina to Mexico, and 
is encircled with successive rings 
of red, yellow, and black, every 
other ring being yellow. 

3. As for poison oak, always le- 
member that real poison oak has 
three leaves in a cluster — never 
five. The surest and easiest re- 
medy is to thoroughly wash off 
all exposed parts of the body — 
face, hands, arms, legs, etc. — as 
promptly as possible after any 
probable contact with the danger- 
ous three-leaved vine. Wash off 
three or four times in succession 
with hot water and laundry soap, 
changing water each time. As for 
treatment, local applications of 
solutions of cooking soda or Epsom 
salts, one or two teaspoons to a 
cup of water, are pronounced as 
helpful as any.

"Recently a number or persons 
were criticizing a piano player 
who almost died by attempting to 
better a marathon piano-playing 
record of seventy-nine hours. 
While it is difficult to discover 
any good in such a test of physical 
endurance, the point of the story 
is that the most outspoken critic 
in the referred to group is him- 
self 'doing a marathon' even 
though he is quite unconscious of 
the fact," states Dr. I. C. Riggin, 
State Health Commissioner. 

"It is conceded that the human 
body, particularly in the growing 
years sod- early adult life* is ex- 
tremely flexible. However, as time 
goes on its adaptability to punish- 
ment and its resiliency to harm- 
ful habits become less and less. 
Many intelligent persons do not 
appreciate this basic fact, or if 
they are aware of it, it is disre- 
garded. 

"As in the instance of the man 
under consideration, he has so far 
forgotten his obligation to himself 
as to over-eat, under-Bleep, inhale 
tobacco smoke excessively, and to 
exercise not at all. In brief, he is 
guilty of a sustained bodily 
punishing. While, so far, nature 
has not exacted a noticeable pen- 
alty except for his overweight, he 
nevertheless is presuming upon 
physical limitations, and thus in a 
very true sense is in the marathon 
class. - •- 

"Many middle-aged and older 
persons fail to realize that they 
are running a continuous race. To 
stay on the track in the best 
physical condition for the longest 
possible time, vitality and vigor 
not only must be sustained but 
conserved. Lacking them, the race 
in all probability will end before 
it should, or at best will be con- 
tinued half-heartedly. 

"Proper living habits, therefore, 
must be reasonably applied. To 
drive on relentlesly, to disregard 
the fundamental requirements of 
health, and to assume that unless 
one feels ill the body is taking the 
punishment meekly, is to be blind 
to nature's inevitable reckoning. 
"In some jurisdictions, marath- 
on dances, walkathons, and other 
endurance tests are prohibited by 
law. The marathon liver, on the 
contrary, lacks the benefit of such 
restraining influences — and fre- 
quently pays for his foolishness. 

"The sooner one understands 
that the body is not a perpetual 
motion apparatus and that mara- 
thon living therefore is banned by 
nature, the better- are the chances 
for a healthy, happy and longer 
life."

Why Is It "Brown Betty"? 

Named for a Miss Betty Brown 
of English extraction, some claim 
of that good pudding. Not so, say 
others. But make it of "musa sa- 
pientum" (bananas, "fruit of the 
wise man") and rha-barbaros 
(that's rhubarb, named for Rha, 
the Volga river, and barbaric!) 
and make it into a "putog" (ori- 
ginal old Irish, whence we get 
"pudding") and it will please you. 
This way: 

Banana Rhubarb Betty 

2 medium-sized all-yellow bananas 

3 tablespoons melted butter 

'/a lb. young rhubarb (Vz cups 
cut) 

>4 teaspoon salt 
l'/a tablespoons grated orange rind 
(1 medium orange) 

1 2 cup firmly packed brown sugar 
IY2 cups soft bread crumbs 
2 tablespoons hot water 

Peel bananas, cut into '2 inch 
slices and combine with 1 table- 
spoon of the melted butter. Leave 
red skin on rhubarb and cut in 1 
inch pieces. Add with salt to ban- 
ana mixture. Mix together orange 
rind and brown sugar. Brown 
bread crumbs in 1 tablespoon of 
melted butter. Place a layer of the 
crumbs in well-buttered IV2 quart 
casserole, then half of the fruit 
mixture and lastly some of the 
sugar mixture. Repeat. Finish with 
bread crumbs and top with sugar 
mixture.

Time Still Remains 
To Plant Fall Gardens 

There is still time to grow an 
excellent assortment of vegetables 
for the fall and winter garden. 
Rather than limit his planting to 
a few vegetables the home gard- 
ener should plant a well-rounded 
selection, according to L. B. Die- 
trick, vegetable gardening special- 
ist for the Virginia Agricultural 
Extension Division. 

A few pointers to keep in mind: 

Good seed are especially impor- 
tant for the fall garden. Poor seed 
will result in poor and uneven 
stands. Cheap seed is costly when 
results ar* .considered. 

Soil should be thoroughly pre- 
pared. It should be firmed after 
planting to bring the seed in con- 
tact with soil moisture and Secure 
better germination. A light mulch 
over the row will prevent a crust 
forming and will increase the 
stand, particularly of small seed. 

Fertilizer should be applied, the 
rate depending on fertility of the 
soil and the amount applied to the 
spiring crop. Either a 5-8-5 or a 4- 
12-4 fertilizer is recommended. 

Since two vegetables can't pos- 
sibly grow in the space for only 
one. thin them when they come 
up. Both size and quality are low- 
ered by crowding. 

Shallow cultivation is best. Des- 
troy the weeds when they are small 
and it will not be necessary to cul- 
tivate deeply.

213TH REGIMENT 
NOW AT_ BEACH

of the first week were shown in a 
demonstration that was reviewed 
by Oeneral Waller, Colonel Smith 
and Brigadldr-Oeneral F. D. 
Beary. of Allentown, Adjutant- 
Oenetal of Pennsylvania for 17 
years, who is now a guest of the 
regiment that he has led for many 
years. Oeneral Beary, it was learn- 
ed yesterday, will complete 50 
years of military service next 
month. 

Services At Landing Cross 

On Sunday morning, religious 
services were held on the site of 
the First Landing of the James- 
town Colonists, at Cape Henry in 
1607. Thus it was that the "First 
Defenders" — the name given to 
the 213th Regiment because of its 
noteworthy service in all American 
wars since the Revolution— gave 
their thanks to God on the very 
ground where the "First Settlers" 
first planted their cross and claim- 
ed the New World for "God and 
Country." 

Major H. M. Prentiss, regiment* 
af chaplain and dean of the Valley 
Forge Military Academy, officiat- 
ed at the religious service, assisst- 
ed by the regimental band and 
mass singing by 'the assembled 
guardsmen and several hundred 
townspeople who had gathered in 
front of the colonial monument for 
the^exercises. At the conclusion of 
^he-+^ligious service, 160 pieces of 
sterling silver were presented to 
Colonel Smith as a token of the 
affection and esteem in Which he 
is held by his officers and men 
Ap* address on the significance of 
the Tidewater Virginia area in na- 
tional history was delivered by 
General Beaiy, chief historian for 
the Pennsylvania troops. 
Long and Varied History 

In discussing the history of the 
regiment, General Beary pointed 
out that this regiment, organized 
in 1794 at Reading to suppress the 
Whisky Rebellion at Carlisle at 
t v e oider of President George 
Washington, has seen service in 
every war fought by the United 
States since its inception. Its regi- 
mental standard, as a consequence 
carries many steamers — indicative 
of individul victories. 

Men from the regiment fought 
with General Scott in the Mexican 
War of 1848 as part of the 1st and 
2nd Pennsylvania Volunteers and, 
Dreviouslv, in the War of 1812, de- 
fending the Delaware and Phila- 
delphia araihst trie invaders. It 
" «s t*>e first unit sworn in by the 
Federal government for Civil War 
e~vice. and men of the lepiment 
were first to cross the Mason and 
Dixon line in defense rt the na- 
tional capital. Former members of 
this distinguished outfit engaged 
in the Peninsula Campaign, in the 
Seven Days Battle, the siege of 
Petersburg, the Shenandoah Val- 
ley Campaign and were present at 
"rra^nattcx when the war came 
to Sn end. Later, the regiment was 
sent to Key West, Florida, where 
it remained for several years. 

The regiment saw service in the 
Spanish-American War and in 
the Mexican War in 1914. Then, 
as in the Civil War, the personnel 
was first to be sworn in for World 
War duties, divided between trie 
28th (Keystone) and 42nd (Rain- 
bow) Divisions. 

Upon the conclusion of the en- 
campment at Virginia Beach, the 
213th Coast Artillery will move to 
Gettysburg, Pa., where a Command 
Post. Exercise will be held in the 
vicinity of Gettysburg, in conjunc- 
tion with the 75th Reunion being 
^taeed there from Juhe 29-July 5.
